men of the country are making great sacrifices a blow against 
their personal liberty might result in the spirit of antagonism 
which would seriously jeopardize war work. In addition the 
question of revenue enters into the problem.

striking of the men at Bayonne N. J., because they were deprived 
of their beer was recited. 
It is understood to be the President's 


•opinion that if the prohibition amendment is left in the bill as it 
is there will be no chance of food control legislator! for at least a 
month. 
The President personally feels that the amendment 


must be struck oiut of the^bill in order to facilitate quick pas- 
sage of the bill. 
Senator Lewis of Illinois, Democratic whip, introduced a bill in 


the Senate purporting to substitute the dry amendment of the 
food measure. 
It provides for the prohibition of spirits pro- 


ducion when it contains more than 10 per cent alcohol. 


i; Senator Chamberlain in charge of the bill, made an appeal 


for .quick action on the bill when he asked that it be voted on to- 
morrow afternoon. 
A move by iHardwick to present it the 


Agrcitoultural Committee was dver-whelmingly defeated.

GOVERNMENTAL REFORMS IN 


ILLINOIS 


I '.»'# 


Springfield, 111., June 29.—Radical 


changes in the methods of adminis- 
tering the vanous department of the 
state government in Illinois are to. fol- 
low the coming into operation; day 
after tomorrow of the so-called Con- 
solidation Law which was enacted by 
the recent session of the general as-^ 
sembly and signed by Governor Low^' 
den. 
i 


The new law,'perhaps the first of 


its kind to be enacted in the United 
States, abolishes a large number of 
boaids and commissions and places the 
affairs of the state government under 
the control of nine separate depart- 
ments, each in personal charge of one 
director, who shall,be assisted by a 
sufficient number of aids to bring the 
required results. 


The Finance Department will con- 


sibt of a ciirectoi and four assistants 
whose duty it shall be to draft the 
budget each year, and have persona] 
charge of the finances of the state. 
The salary of the head of this depart- 
ment is fixed at $7000 a year. 


The Department of Agriculture will 


have personal charge of all board?, 
which in former years had to do with 
stock raising and similar works and 
studies. In addition one director will 
be in charge of the Illinois State Fair. 
and the State Board of Agriculture^ 
which consisted of 25 members, pass- 
es out'of existence.

GOVERNMENTAL REFORMS IN 


ILLINOIS

Springfield, 111., June 29.—Radical 


changes in the methods of adminis- 
tering the vanous department of the 
state government in Illinois are to. fol- 
low the coming into operation; day 
after tomorrow of the so-called Con- 
solidation Law which was enacted by 
the recent session of the general as-^ 
sembly and signed by Governor Low^' 
den. 
i 


The new law,'perhaps the first of 


its kind to be enacted in the United 
States, abolishes a large number of 
boaids and commissions and places the 
affairs of the state government under 
the control of nine separate depart- 
ments, each in personal charge of one 
director, who shall,be assisted by a 
sufficient number of aids to bring the 
required results. 


The Finance Department will con- 


sibt of a ciirectoi and four assistants 
whose duty it shall be to draft the 
budget each year, and have persona] 
charge of the finances of the state. 
The salary of the head of this depart- 
ment is fixed at $7000 a year. 


The Department of Agriculture will 


have personal charge of all board?, 
which in former years had to do with 
stock raising and similar works and 
studies. In addition one director will 
be in charge of the Illinois State Fair. 
and the State Board of Agriculture^ 
which consisted of 25 members, pass- 
es out'of existence.
